In a review of the Office Action of June 27, 2005 it has become apparent that the wrong 
set of claims was considered during the generation of the Office Action's double patenting 
rejection. 

In the Office Action claims 1-8 of the present case were rejected under a double patenting 
rejection based on "claims 1-8" of copending application (US Ser. No. 10/807,457) having the 
same title, inventor and assignee. However, the '457 application only has claims 1-4 (attached is 
a copy of the claim set and the first page of the specification which were pulled off the PAIR 
system relative to US Ser. No. 10/807,457). 

It appears that there was an error on the part of the USPTO as to which claim set was 
attributed to the '457 case as claims 1-8 (likely the claims the presented case) were treated on the 
merits in that case rather than the proper claims 1-4. 

It is respectfully requested that in view of the error as to which claims are attributable to 
the '457 application and the improper generation of a double patenting rejection based on the 
wrong claim set consideration in this '455 application, a new, replacement Office Action setting 
forth a new response date be mailed out prior to the running response date for the present case. 
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A similar new replacement office action request is being filed under separate cover for 
the noted '457 case as Claims 1-8 (likely the ones for the presented '455 case) were treated on 
the merits in that case rather than the proper claims 1-4.
